machinery for everything, and 
they travel like kings. And look 
at the prices nowadays, and 
there's no more parades. Why, 


when I was a youngster in this 
game, the parade was a feature 
that was second only to the per- 
formance itself I know that 
with the great growth of auto 
traffic and the congestion in 
cities purudes are impossibie, 


but still they added to the glam- 


our of the circus game”
